Philosophy Especially Important 
for Teachers 
What has just been said particularly true for those who 
would educate men. They must make some definite decisions 
their effort understand the man-making work education. 
living their individual lives teachers and students alike, within 
their capacity, must decide the business they are in, what the 
undertaking they are engaged in. The fact that these great 
decisions viewpoints are implicit rather than explicit 
way affects the truth the Chesterton observation that man’s 
philosophy the most important thing about him, anything 
else fact matters all. Shelley has phrased specifically the 
things must answer not wish drift, the flotsam 
and jetsam the tides social life, confused and frus- 
trated existence scarcely human. Exclaims Shelley:

Education itself vitally related philosophy. said 
follows the flux and reflux philosophical principles. Education 
needs for its orderly guidance philosophy life. Hovre 
points out his Philosophy Education, xxvii, that “every 
conception life involves theory education; every theory 
education, turn, based philosophy life.” Bishop 
Spalding said: complete theory education would 
complete philosophy (Things the Mind, 128). 
Demiashkevich more specific. says: “An educational re- 
former cannot exercise enduring influence unless his plan 
educational reform issues from and supported (a) solid 
philosophic foundation made religious faith, rationally 
founded conviction, both, relative the ultimate certainty, 
(6) scale values based that certainty and relative 
the good life accordance with those values” (An Introduction 
the Philosophy Education, 36). Few people have gone far 
Dewey declaring that philosophy may defined 
general theory education. says: 


The fact that philosophic problems arise because wide- 
spread and widely felt difficulties social practice disguised 
because philosophers become specialized class which uses 
technical language, unlike the vocabulary which the direct 
difficulties are stated. But where system becomes influential, 
its connection with conflict interests calling for some pro- 
gram social adjustment may always discovered. this 
point, the intimate connection between philosophy and educa- 
tion appears. fact, education offers vantage ground from 
which penetrate the human, distinct from the tech- 
nical, significance philosophic discussions. 

theory makes difference educational endeavor, 
must artificial. The educational point view enables one 
envisage the philosophic problems where they arise and thrive, 
where they are home, and where acceptance rejection 
makes difference practice. 

are willing conceive education the process 
forming fundamental dispositions, intellectual and emotional, 
toward nature and fellow men, philosophy may even defined 
the general theory education. Unless philosophy 
remain verbal—or sentimental indulgence 
for few, else mere arbitrary dogma, its auditing past 
experience and its program values must take effect con- 
duct (Dewey, Democracy and Education, 383). 


Confusion Terminology 


Confused and Variant Terminology 

But one looks for guidance what called philosophy, 
one overcome least, not smothered confused and 
variant terminology. Hovre, excellent book the field, 
Philosophy and Education, discusses the educational theories 
naturalism, socialism, and nationalism, and adds chapter 
Frederick Foerster philosopher culture (not Kultur which 
Foerster abominates). Donald Butler his Four Philosophies 


and Their Practice Education and Religion discusses (1) 


naturalism under two forms: naive naturalism, which includes 
materialism and energism; and critical naturalism, which includes 
positivism; (2) idealism; (3) realism, which includes epistemo- 
logical monism and epistemological dualism, with references 
pluralism and monism general; (4) pragmatism, which 
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compared rationalism, empiricism, and the new scholasticism. 
recent doctor’s dissertation “The Conception Being 
Modern Educational Theories,” Sister Bellarmine Romualdez, 
S.Sp.S., includes: experimentalism, new realism, emergent being 
and essentialism, educational humanism, and Thomism. Louis 
Mercier his American Humanism and the New Age includes 
variety humanisms; namely, classical humanism, human- 
itarian humanism, supernaturalized humanism, theistic integral 
humanism, theistic humanism, and humanitarian naturalism. 
Among the misconceptions education discussed Maritain’s 
Education the Crossroads are pragmatism, sociologism, intel- 
lectualism, and voluntarism. Redden and Ryan, their Catholic 
Philosophy Education, devote two hundred pages after the main 
discusssion naturalism, socialism, nationalism, communism, ex- 
perimentalism, and democracy. 


Terminology, Verbalism, and Confusion 
real good can gained entering this terminological 
gobblegook. The result would only confusion and frustration. 
This way retreat from the position this introduction 
that philosophy education either implicitly explicity 
embodiment philosophy life. Perhaps the words “of life” 
added “philosophy” may make the difference. What want 
probably suggested that fact. What want are philosophers 
rather than professors philosophy our guide. What are 
concerned about the multiplication terms standing the 
way direct understanding the major problems themselves. 
not want the mind cluttered up, darkening the under- 
standing, and leaving the individual inevitable verbalism 
resulting formal learning understanding, but without sub- 
stance meaning. 


The Student Must Face the Issues, 

Not the Terminology 

For the student entering upon the graduate study the philos- 
ophy education, should invited ask himself and 
consider what are the questions problems that are involved 
philosophy life which have both consciously and uncon- 
sciously such great influence educational activity schools 
and out schools, and the process. the self-education 
the student under tutelage, and alone and crowds groups.

Basis for Education? 


The Need for Theology 
Let listen some suggestions the problems. Maritain 
says: “If the conception man, human life, human culture, 
and human destiny the basis all education, there really 
complete science education, just there really com- 
plete political science, except such correlated 
ordinated the science theology” (De Hovre-Jordan, Philos- 
ophy Education, ix). Hardly acceptable solution many, 
even Hutchins, who has the same conviction, but who made 
too generally acceptable retreat metaphysics. Yet, strangely, 
even Locke, Comenius, Milton, Froebel, theology 
integral part their educational theory basic their more 
practical discussion. 


General Objectives Education 

interesting statement the basic things education must 
concerned with the statement the general objectives educa- 
tion stated the Department Superintendence the NEA 
their sixth yearbook. Here have the educators, themselves. 
telling what they must deal with: 
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The general objectives all education may stated 
follows: 


promote the development understanding and 
adequate evaluation the self. 

promote the development understanding and 
appreciation the world nature. 

promote the development understanding and 
appreciation organized society. 

promote the development appreciation the 
forces law and love that operating universally. 

The individual self, nature, society, and God these four, 
and particular the adjustments which the individual self 
must make constitute the objectives education (pp.

The Situation Requiring 

Philosophical Thinking 

William Kilpatrick has described four situations which are 
peculiarly the province philosophizing: 


First, wherever there indecision doubt dispute regard- 
ing the “good life,” that is, the life that shall approve 
and seek. 

second situation which calls for philosophizing educa- 
tion found wherever the school must make choice 
among persons the relation person person. 

third and very far-reaching type situation calling for 
philosophizing where principle, even fact, established 
respect abstracted data sought applied general. 

The fourth and final situation calling for philosophizing has 
with questioning assumptions (“The Relations Phi- 
losophy and Science,” School and Society, July 13, 1929, Vol.

Questions Come Thick and Fast 


Our central interest education man. What he? body?

Strangely enough these questions that men have asked through 
the ages are the very questions that education needs have 
answered before can intelligently utilize effectively its means. 
The answers these questions have them the ends and 
purposes and design education, and even the character and 
nature the means. 

Let see such questions the pragmatist says would 
make difference. Where What the world? And the 
question men have phrased order understand its 
nature, even reality. What made of? Water, fire, air, 
more penetrating substance? Who made it? How did come 
be? What was the Cause? someone asked, what was 
the uncaused Cause? Was the cause God, the world fortui- 
tous, self-existing? Men have answered the question two ways. 


The Nature the Universe 


God’s Universe 


Let examine the first answer. The universe was created 
God from out nothingness. the Creator. All things made, 
including man, are His creatures. While some men have said 
that God created the universe and then left run according 
the laws its creation, the prevailing notion believers 
that God continues over-all Providence His creation. 


Self-Existent Universe 


The other answer that the world self-existent; needed 
God create nor continue His Providence over it. 
Nature. matter. Its law the survival the fittest. Its 
nature the nature the machine mechanical 
mechanism. 

Now the answer the basic question the character 
the world live has reverberating reactions. The denial 
God makes all nature one under the laws mechanism. 
the law things. Man, like all other things creatures, part 
nature. nothing more nor less than other animals. Life 
has purpose, and his concept man raises Hamlet’s protest:

group social welfare, whether society the mutual co- 
operative activity human beings stage under God’s over- 
ruling Providence and whose final scenes are another world 
where they shall rewarded punished for the violations His 
moral law and eternity joy awarding His faithful children?

Educatien and the Views the Universe 


may well indicate somewhat summary form the 
difference makes for education which way the basic problem 
human existence answered. 

Let see the basic philosophic positions would really affect 
education and teaching. there personal God, who the 
Maker heaven and earth, including man, there purpose 
the world, and education must find its place relation that 
purpose and learn how promote it. there God and the 
world self-sufficient fortuitous, and its order the order

man just child nature, one with the animals but 
different degree rather than kind, with the inevitable conflict 
called the religious man, original sin, but now more simply. 
struggle between his higher and lower nature, more 
learnedly, between will-to-power and will-to-community, then 
education becomes merely discovery his tendencies. his 
interests and ideas, and their indulgence, striking, was wont 
say, when the iron was hot, but with clear guide 
which may better, accepting standard which 
for him, there were any standard for better best 
animal. was activity leading more activity, and naive 
faith inevitable progress was the assurance that the direc-

based social expediency which will emphasize the group life. 
This what happening our contemporary society and, 
strangely the social the expense 
the individual the extent the absolutism the group and 
the amazing human aberration called groupthink. If, the other 
hand, man child God, created for purpose under natural 
law embodied the Ten Commandments, but injured his 
supernatural nature original sin, but capable being re- 
deemed, the education process knowing God and His laws 
and His work, loving Him and receiving eternal reward for 
living according the law the love God and the love 
neighbor. man spirit soul-body made the image 
and likeness God and created for God’s glory and the advance- 
ment man’s estate, Francis Bacon said, and under- 
stands this destiny and with revelation God’s grace and his own 
mind able approximate, then education human thing, 
rather than animal training. spiritual process instead 
merely bodily one, and becomes, because his spiritual 
nature, the most important agent its achievement, helps 
carry along others the process and education thus becomes 
social well spiritual process, self-directed and leading 
self-mastery the mastery life. 


Education and the Views Society 


And similarly with Society. Society may means may 
end. much contemporary educational literature, 
Society the end. Then education must sacrifice the individual 
social welfare community welfare, must mold him the 
cultural social type, train rather than educate him socially 
acceptable habits, and sacrifice his individuality social regi- 
mentation. If, however, Society means, then the social process 
tested its achievement richer human personality, 
promoting his social well his ultimate destiny. that case, 
the individual becomes the active agent his own education for 
spiritual and social ends, which makes education self-education 
for the mastery life. 

Similarly the view the State. the State the end, 
the fulfillment the human personality man finds meaning 
only absorption the State. Then education external 
regimentation for extrinsic ends. But the State, both en- 
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vironment and institution, merely means the highest 
development the individual’s potentialities, then education 
again process which the individual himself the primary 
agent his development self-education, and the spiritual and 
social richness human life becomes the means the great 
supernatural destiny well the more immediate social ends 
individual the world who generis. 

The strange thing had happened that the higher type 
individual more accord with his spiritual potentialities 
being progressively and rapidly lost the social process. The 
concept the Society the embodiment the Mystical Body 
Christ has been almost completely lost in.educational litera- 
ture, even the religious groups not emphasizing the Pauline 
Doctrine its religious implications. The immediate problem 
socially emphasize the higher individual the “new man’’ 
the result moralization the social process, and educa- 
tionally facilitate the social environment its tradition and 
contemporary cultural material for the self-education the 
individual achieve worthy human vocation and eternal 
destiny happiness. 


What Death? 


And how can end this introduction better than discuss 
inevitable question Life which hardly ever much 
mentioned philosophy education? What Death? The 
undiscovered country from whose bourn traveler returns and 
puzzles the will? Death the be-all and end-all, then educa- 
tion shall make Life mean, with Omar Khayyam, “Ah, 
Beloved. fill the Cup that clears today past Regret and 
future Fears: Tomorrow!— Why, Tomorrow may myself 
with Yesterday’s Sev’n thousand Years.” shall education keep 
its eye too another world “to mend all error and 
where men shall bathed “light and life,” supernatural 
world with God Himself. And education shall enable face 
like not sorrow and gloom, but bravely, the whole it, 
and prepared for like Paracelsus. 


And death, understand all 

New being waits me, new perceptions must 

born before plunge therein 

What last Death’s affair; and while speak 

With power; and while foot the threshold 
boundless life the door unopened yet

the light what has been noted, 
clear that one the basic needs today 
Catholic education provide more 
schools. This pressing problem calls for 
the combined interest and support pas- 
tors, parents, and teachers. Similarly there 
great need for more and better trained 
teachers. This turn points the need 
for more religious vocations. addition, 
essential that continued attention 
directed the testing program now 
operative most Catholic schools. The 
recognition the need for broadened 
limits the possibilities the schools 
and teachers) often by-product this 
program testing. Adjustments within 
the school program and with respect 
the practices involved promotion and 
retardation usually can effected without 
too much difficulty. Within recent years 
strides have been made various remedial 
programs varying proportions, depend- 
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ing upon the nature the findings 
the diagnostic testing program. Specialized 
work, particularly remedial reading.

schools could derive from enlisting the 
services all available community agen- 
cies should noted. Utilization guid- 
ance and remedial clinics operated under

belonged forty boy welfare organiza- 
tions, and traveled throughout the United 
States and Canada imparting other men 
his zeal for the task helping youth 
help themselves. 

His devotion the cause boyhood 
was not the ephemeral devotion that finds 
its expression poetic outpourings 
overworked phrases about the beauty 
youth. His was the practical self-sacrifice 
that got things done, and the things 
tribution the welfare the American 
boy.

One outcome the study was the 
creation supervisory placing-out 
bureau attached the New York Catho- 
lic Protectory. The Protectory had been 
established 1863 and was under the 
direction the Sisters Charity and 
the Christian Brothers. Before its closing 
1938 cared for 100,000 children. 

During these years work with the 
Catholic Charities New York, Brother 
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Barnabas served many boards and ap- 
peared many conventions where ad- 
vocated always the Christian concept 
the eminent value every boy. began, 
too, gain the wide reputation that was 
soon make him one the most sought- 
after authorities the field child 
welfare. 

aid the boys leaving the Protectory 
and taking jobs New York City, Brother 
Barnabas founded St. Philip’s Home 
1902. Until its discontinuance 1926, 
the home provided food, shelter, and 
clothing for hundreds working boys. 
The young men ran the home themselves 
and were aided and guided the Chris- 
tian Brothers who lived with them. 


When asked later years which his 
many achievements was closest 
heart, Brother Barnabas would always 
refer “dear old Lincolndale.” Many 
the boys adopted from institutions were 
employed farm work. The need was 
evident for some school train these 
young men the agricultural pursuits 
many would later follow. The Protectory 
board managers purchased farm 
Westchester County, Y., and 1907 
opened the Lincoln Agricultural School 
with Brother Barnabas director. Since 
that time the school has flourished and 
has furnished excellent training for thou- 
sands boys. Ever modern his out- 
look, Brother Barnabas 
traditional method housing all the boys 
one building, and adopted 
which had just come into vogue the 
cottage system. The boys were live 
small groups separate houses each under 
the direction two Brothers, 
simulate far possible real home 
atmosphere. During his six years direc- 
tor, Brother Barnabas instilled into the 
home unique spirit. The boys were given 
every encouragement toward self-improve- 
ment and self-government. That the pro- 
gram was and success the regular 
testimony the visitor Lincolndale, 
who sees real family spirit and feeling 
self-assurance among the boys. 
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After years fruitful existence, and 
because the de-emphasis agricultural 
training, the Lincoln Agricultural School 
was rededicated 1939 under the name 
Lincoln Hall. The previous year the 
New York Catholic Protectory had been 
discontinued, and Lincoln Hall succeeded 
the care delinquent boys. The cot- 
tage system, the honor system, and all the 
innovations which had given such suc- 
cess with destitute boys were retained, and 
continued the fine work rehabilitating 
the teen-age boy. present some 250 
boys are housed its cottages and 
the reception quarters.

The organization accepted the 
challenge and the autumn 1923 set 
the Boy Life Bureau, with Brother 
Barnabas executive secretary. mem- 
ber order which takes pride its 
strong community life, was still per- 
mitted undertake this task, which would 
mean great deal traveling and living 
alone much the time. For nearly seven 
years devoted himself wholeheartedly 
carrying out the plan himself had 
drawn up. His own words show the 
importance attached the work was 
undertaking.

How the School-to-Home 
System Operates 
The equipment makes possible for the 
bedfast homebound child listen 
all the classroom instruction and recitations, 
and respond and participate the greater 
part the activities the classroom 
would ordinarily occupy.

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WHY STUDY FOREIGN 
LANGUAGES? 


are glad see that last some 
serious effort being made bring the 
need before the American people and the 
school authorities for study the 
foreign languages early enough and com- 
petently enough effective instru- 
ment our education and our social 
life. 

believe that all students should 
required study the modern foreign 
languages not later than the seventh year 
the elementary school and they should 
the time their entrance into college 
have fair mastery least one foreign 
language. 

Nothing more futile the whole range 
our educational system than see 
many students just “oozing” through the 
semester hours foreign language re- 
quired for the bachelor arts bachelor 
science degree. the most compassion- 
ate judgment the teacher, few could 
honestly say that these students have any 
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mastery any interest the foreign 
language, and much the textbook 
study the academic studies, they 
wouldn’t need use they could. 
these semester hours modern lan- 
guage study, the difference number 
hours between the requirement and the 
high school study, were spent the 
substantive study the great literature 
foreign language, how much more effec- 
tively liberal education could organized 
the college, and how much more thor- 
oughly the other academic subjects could 
taught (assuming, perhaps rashly, that 
the academic teacher knows least one 
foreign language) this resource were 
available them. 

This movement beginning foreign 
languages the elementary schools one 
the most hopeful things for higher 
education. not know how actively 
Catholic schools are supporting the move- 
ment though know few who are not.

has not been challenged with the question 
the beginner biological student, “Do have 
‘bisect’ bugs?” This statement evidence 
the universal impression the limitations 
biological laboratory procedures. should 
never justified. Although “Bugs” may 
the universal nickname for biology, should 
surely incorrect one for the laboratory 
hour. extensive unit need not ex- 
pensive one. There hardly any excuse for 
teachers whose classes are far from source 
material justify these apparent limitations. 


Exchange Source Material 


One general suggestion exchange 
source material collected classes field 
trips, either through the “Science Clubs 
America” via the science instructors 
the same other communities religious 
various parts the country. agree- 
ment exchange specimens can made 
summer school classes.

Few students their teachers have been 
privileged watch the deep sea diver his 
work, board the deck the ships in- 
land seas where the panorama colorful 
sponges can observed firsthand. Here, 
however, interesting, simple, educational, 
and inexpensive method bringing the reali- 
ties this beautiful phylum into high 
school laboratory.

Teacher’s Guide Sheet 


The teacher may wish prepare her own 
guide sheet. She can then supply mimeo- 
graphed copies and thereby insure that the 
students will follow instructions more exactly. 
This guide sheet should state the aim, the 
materials needed, and the directions for the 
work. Such instructions are similar the 
explanation herein for 
sponges. first the guide sheet should give 
the page references the text and the 
manual, with some other available references.

Preservation Specimens 


Another technique which interest 
most students and which can result, without 
expense, much valuable exhibit material 
the preservation specimens collected 
the students.

Live animals such snakes, lizards, large 
spiders, and insects should placed capped 
jars which cc. carbon tetrachloride 
ether dropped upon piece absorbent 
cotton.

hypodermic needle then filled with alco- 
hol formaldehyde and inserted various 
areas, preferably near veins insure the 
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perfect preservation the animal. Using for- 
the object then placed upon rectan- 
gular glass plate obtainable from any company 
which deals glass. Frequently, glass fac- 
tory happy give away 
and will even size them with charge for 
cutting. The object should arranged 
display position and secured the glass 
silver-colored linen thread. The plate then 
lowered into the preserving jar. These con- 
tainers are costly even when purchased 
quantities.

Next, place sheet 
photo paper (Velox glossy print good) 
with the shiny side the leaf. Clip the frame 
shut and take the print into the sunlight for 
about thirty seconds. Hold the print 
daylight within room. 
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Again under the red light, the printer places 
the exposed paper from the frame the 
first pan developing solution. sure 
the glossy side the print that the 
process can seen. Soon the magic the 
leaf with delicate venation and margin will 
appear. the print not clear, longer 
exposure light necessary. When suffi- 
ciently developed and there good contrast 
black and white, wash the print the 
second pan plain water, and transfer 
the hypo solution which will stop the 
development. After about minutes, the 
print can put into the wash water 
lighted room. Running water best for the 
finished print, but none available near 
the darkroom change the water several times 
hour; then dry the picture rolling 
out clean glass plate, leave dry 
paper towel.

Mounting Botanical 
Specimens 


Flowers, preferably large ones such 
trumpet vine blossoms, lilies, iris, are 
taken apart find the organs learned the 
lecture room.

Liquid paraffin, not hot enough wilt the 
flower, used for dipping the organs. 
coat this material will keep the flower 
part transparent and fresh. forceps used 
immerse the organ the liquid. Some 
means, such outer pan hot water, 
should used keep the wax liquid 
state. While the organ still pliable, place 
glass plate previously marked out for 
the various parts the flower. The sections 
will adhere the glass they dry. Small 
printed labels are glued under the various 
sections identify the parts.

Small four-inch glass squares, like those 
used the chemistry department, are fine 
for these exhibits. Leaves may likewise 
treated, they may shellacked. Pencils 
which will write upon glass are available but 
not necessary. paper contrasting color 
the flower can scotch-taped beneath the 
glass bring out the outline the organs. 

Most teachers know the procedures for 
mounting botanical specimens, but some 
these methods are costly. Printing shops carry 
blotter-like paper manila color which 
will absorb the moisture pressed 
mens. These pieces are available waste 
many cities and can had for the asking. 
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Magazines which plain newsprint has been 
inserted before and after each page can 
rolled and secured old belt with 
buckle. These make fine field trip presses 
and are easily carried over the shoulder. 
Afterward, they can unrolled and weight 
placed upon the press. Students should 
reminded that the manner which they 
place the plant the press will the 
final position the specimen.

The teacher should know both voices 
two-part song before commencing teach 
and she should able hear both parts 
while the song being sung. This some- 
times difficult for the inexperienced teacher. 
but becomes easier with practice and ex- 
perience. After some experience hearing 
one part while carrying another part, chil- 
dren are ready for two-part singing. When 
this begun depends upon the previous 
training the class. 

The singing familiar round (for ex- 
ample, “Three Blind Mice,” “Brother 
“Oh, How Lovely the Evening”) one 
way introducing two-part singing. 
however, provides little useful preparation for 
part singing. Often each side intent 
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carrying its own melody that the other parts 
are not really heard. Often, too, much 
emphasis placed carrying the part that 
tone quality suffers greatly. Only when these 
common faults are avoided can the round 
useful. 

Children find singing the scale thirds both 
interesting and helpful when beginning part 
singing. The scale may sung the keys 
the latter somewhat easier the begin- 
ning. few measures are placed the 
board there the advantage being able 
use different note values, thus also gaining 
experience rhythm. 

Short groups tones may sung through 
imitation from the staff from numbers. 
time values are given that the tones 
may sustained the discretion the 
teacher and the harmony may better heard. 
Short improvised sentences may also sung 
with these melodies, such “Hear the rain. 
the pane” (repeated) “Hail our 
red, white, and blue,” etc. 
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Assigning Parts 


Usually grades five and six permanent 
assignment parts made either for the 
upper lower voice. the normal class- 
room the groups should divided approxi- 
mately two even parts with boys and girls 
either side. mistake think that 
boys have naturally alto quality. fact, 
unchanged voice the reverse more 
often true. 

Although some music educators suggest 
that the whole class learn the two parts 
song, this seems waste time and often 
difficult for those taking the lower part, be- 
cause, they have been singing upper 
voice, they will inclined sing with that 
voice when two parts are being sung. the 
same song the parts should not 
changeable, but parts should changed 
for each side successive songs. Letting 
weaker part sing the words while the stronger 
part hums sometimes helps gain control 
over the weaker part. 


Use Simple Music 


the beginning music selected for part 
singing should simple; discouraging 
and often fatal try part singing 
that too difficult. Nothing dampens the 
love for part singing more than plodding 
boriously through the reading note note 
—of material that too difficult. Having 
children sing parts separately over and over 
again before putting them together not 
teaching part singing. this necessary, 
the class not ready for part singing. Also, 
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the beginning, should see that the 
children know the place the book the 
voice they are singing. This more impor- 
tant than sometimes realize. 

our selection part songs should 
try choose those with interesting sec- 
ond part and with independence voice 
parts. Such music should help our children 
the singing polyphony when they are 
older. have too many songs where the 
soprano has the melody and where second 
third voice sings uninteresting part 
made mostly thirds, else drones 
along with only two three different notes. 
wonder older children sometimes dislike 
singing lower parts songs. 


The Final Step 


What has been said two-part music can 
readily applied three-part songs. The 
beginning two-part music more difficult 
than the beginning three-part work. How- 
ever, class that cannot sing two-part songs 
easily certainly not ready for three-part 
singing. grades seven and eight the chang- 
ing voice the boys and even the quality 
some the girls’ voices often necessitates 
keeping the same voices the same part. 
When difficulty presents itself singing 
three parts the beginning, the problem 
often solved singing two parts alone and 
finally all three parts. 

Three-part chords prove very interesting 
beginners three-part singing. Sustain 
each chord that the harmony may 
heard. These may placed the board 
using numbers the staff. Adding words 
such “Praise all the Lord.” “Autumn 
days are here.” “Christ, the Lord, born,” 
“Christ, the Lord, ris’n, Alleluia,” makes 
these chords still more interesting. Example:

Good unison singing, however, 
demands music with good melody line and 
artistic performance.

birdhouses the vicinity, observe the

coloring birdhouses. 

Material: White drawing paper and crayons 
were passed the children girls charge.

THE INSTRUMENT PANEL 
Leonard Mills 


The instruments are the dials and gauges 
set panels front the airplane pilot. 
Some the instruments front air- 
plane pilot are for air speed, altitude, turn 
and engine speed, and compass and 
throttle. For almost every motion the air- 
plane and every action the engine and its 
parts, there some kind instrument which 
tells the pilot exactly where and how the 
plane flying and how well performing. 
Without the instruments much modern 
flight would impossible. 

The instruments called flight instruments 
are those which tell the pilot about the ac- 
tions the airplane the air, how high 
is, how many miles hour traveling. 
how level the wings are, how high where 
the plane relation radio broadcasting 
and beam stations, and whether drifting 
sideways not. Some small planes need only 
few instruments. 

watching the pointer, the pilot can tell 
how fast going. The instrument con- 
nected tube which put the outside 
the plane. When the plane goes faster, the 
harder the wind blows the tube, which 
makes the hand show that the plane going 
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certain speed. Not only must the pilot know 
how fast going, but also must know 
how high his plane how low. This 
important because modern planes fly over 
mountainous country and the pilot must make 
sure that flying high enough avoid 
crashing straight into peak. the air full 
fog stormy, the only way can tell 
how high is. look the altimeter. 
says 2000 feet high and knows from 
his that there mountain 3000 feet 
high, must send his plane upward. The 
pointer the altimeter changes its direction 
the pressure the air changes. The pres- 
sure air normally about pounds per 
square inch sea level. The higher you 
the lighter the air becomes. The change 
pressure ard weight air what affects the 
altimeter and causes the pointer move 
around the dial.

Man created God His image 
and likeness, that is, has understanding 
and free will. the plan his Creator, man 
has his very nature natural moral law 
that knows there right and wrong. 
His intellect seeks the truth and his will seeks 
the good. Original sin has darkened the intel- 
lect and weakened the will, that man 
often led astray seeking apparent goods. 
But all men know that they must good 
and avoid evil. Man works out his end 
destiny means his reason and will. The 
purpose man’s creation know, love, 
and serve God this life order enjoy 
eternal happiness with Him the next life. 

The purpose and end man indispensably 
require that man free. Freedom arises from 
the right work out his destiny. The right 
liberty natural right and resides 
determination with regard fulfilling his 
natural final goal without interference. Liberty 
but means end—a return God. 
includes the rights life, liberty, and the 
pursuit happiness. Since God gave these 
rights, one earth justified taking 
them away from us. God, who made all man- 
kind, has given freedoms all His children; 
freedoms which are the liberty anything 
which does not conflict with His law.

the Declaration Independence 
have statement human 
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rights based Christian principles, viz., “We 
hold these truths self-evident: That all 
men are created equal; that they are endowed 
their Creator with certain inalienable 
rights; that among these are life, liberty, and 
the pursuit happiness.” 

“All men are created equal,” means that 
are all equal the eyes God. does not 
matter where are born, who our parents 
are, whether are rich poor, what 
color our skin happens be. 

“They are endowed with certain inalienable 
rights; that among these are life, liberty, and 
the pursuit means that our 
rights come from God Himself. should 
have freedom live according God’s laws, 
make our living please, worship 
the way believe right, try 
achieve happiness this world and the 
next. Freedom worship does not mean 
choice between the right worship God and 
the right not worship God, since worship 
God everybody’s duty. means the 
right the Church chosen according 
conscience. means the right every 
citizen render public well private 
worship God. means liberty for the build- 
ing churches and religious schools. 

the Declaration (line 10) Thomas Jeffer- 
son crossed out the original 
from that equal creation they de- 
rive inserted his own hand- 
writing the more explicit words: they 
are endowed their Creator with certain 
inalienable rights Jefferson wanted 
leave nothing chance asserting that the 
Source liberties God—not 
government. 

The second paragraph the Declaration 
Independence contains the substance 
the philosophy our government. expressly 
states secure these rights, govern- 
ments are instituted among men, deriving their 
just powers from the consent the gov- 
erned.” This means that governments exist 
serve the people; they must see that people 
obtain their rights. These words also say 
that the governments receive their powers 
from the people.

The committee appointed draw the 
Declaration Independence consisted 
Thomas Jefferson, Benjamin Franklin, Robert 
Livingston, Roger Sherman, and John Adams. 
Jefferson did the actual writing the docu- 
ments and the others approved it. Charles 
Carroll was the only one the signers 
who was Catholic. The fact that men 
many different religions signed this memor- 
able document proves that all them were 
agreement concerning the God-given nat- 
ural. laws, and the need protecting them. 
The Catholic Church teaches that all men 
are created equal because God made all souls 
His image and likeness. The Church also 
teaches that everything have comes from 
God. This includes the rights life, liberty. 
and the pursuit happiness. When the Dec- 
laration says that “men are endowed their 
Creator with certain inalienable rights,” 
stating another truth long taught the Cath- 
olic Church. The idea that governments derive 
their powers from the consent the gov- 
erned had been held for centuries many 
Catholic scholars the Middle Ages.

Robert Bellarmine, Italian Cardinal who 
died century and half before the Declara- 
tion Independence was signed, wrote 
length the subject. 


False and True Freedoms 


False Freedom the right what- 
ever you please (license). This the liberal 
doctrine freedom which reduces freedom 
physical, rather than moral power. 
produces confusion, conflicting egotisms 
which one willing submerge himself 
for the common good. False freedom has 
degrading power. Its exercise means sin and 
injury fellow men. abuse free- 
dom which interferes with others exercising 
their true freedoms. 

False Freedom the right what- 
ever you must. This totalitarian freedom 
which was developed order destroy indi- 
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vidual freedom for the sake society. 
man free Communist society because 
must obey the law the dictator. 
stone free fall because must obey the 
law gravitation [Marx].) 

True Freedom the right what- 
ever you ought and “ought” implies goal, 
purpose, morality, and the law God. True 
freedom within the law, not outside it. Ex., 
sides, but not stroke broadminded- 
ness, sides. most free when obey 
the law God. “Ought” implies morality, 
that is, moral power distinct from physical 
power. “Can” refers physical power. 
likes, but morally bound, that is, 
free only what right and good. There 
can right what wrong. “Ought” 
intrinsically related purpose. ought 
eat dinner order sustain life. ought 
study that may know truth, the 
object intellect. Underlying all the 
little life, there one supreme 
“ought”; namely, “ought” attain the end 
for which was know, love, and 
serve God, happy here and hereafter. 
Freedom conditioned upon obedience 
free. 

Sinning, which contempt purpose 
and the law life, not proof free- 
dom; the beginning slavery, for 
the Lord has put it, “Everyone who com- 
mits sin slave sin” (Jn. 8:34). 


Democracy 


Citizens democracy must learn that 
freedom did not arise out social organiza- 
tions, constitutions, parties, but out the 
soul man. Freedom is, above all things, 
spiritual right. 

With philosophic calm our historical ances- 
tors wrote document which exhorts 
true appraisal man’s place the cosmos, 
and understanding his relationship 
nature’s law and nature’s God.
